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New York’s Great Show

ITH one of the biggest and certainly the best 
W quality Holstein show in its history, New York 


State Fair added another to the growing list of 


“depression-busting”’ events of 1931. Forty-five exhibitors 
from six states broke into the prize winning 
head came into the ring for the open classes, in addition 
to a 4-H club show of 107 head, the tops of which showed 
also with considerable success in the open, classes, and 
ten outstanding county herds—these are just a few of the 
high spots. Osborndale of Connecticut, Wisconsin Board 
of Control and Fenton Brook-Hurlwood were the heaviest 
winners, the Connecticut herd taking six blues and both 
junior championships; Wisconsin having likewise six blues 
and grand champion male, while the Massachusetts herd 
accounted for three blues and the grand champion female. 
Among the New York State exhibitors, R. EK. Eddy, who 
gets his mail at Poultney, Vermont, but shows here with 
Washington County, N. Y., in which the bulk of his farm 
is located, had two blues, including the highly prized get 
of sire award on four daughters of his former herd sire, 
Ormsby Sensation 45th. Charles O. Bump, a 4-H club boy, 
son of the veteran breeder, H. V. Bump, Cambridge, like- 
wise had two blues, including produce of dam. River 
Meadow Farms, with one blue, was, however, the leading 
winner for New York. H. E. Robertson had the unusual 
experience of going through a show with no blue ribbons 
for his string, but tied with Fenton Brook-Hurlwood in 
total number of ribbons won in the open classes, with 
twenty-three. Crownhurst Farms, Peter Chambers and 
Elvin Boulds were other New York exhibitors getting as 
high as second in class. It took a real one to place in 
nearly every Class.

The Bull Classes 
A forecast of the size and quality of this show was pre- 
sented to the spectators in the bull calf which opened the 

















proceedings. There were twenty-three out and they were 
a grand lot. Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker 10th was a satis- 
factory top as he was at Ohio State Fair where he was 
junior champion with his strength and masculinity. This 
youngster might be a bit more clean cut about the head, 
but makes a very satisfactory start for the bull calf line. 
Klvin, B. Boulds, Nicholville, New York, brought in his son 
of Inka The Great, recently purchased from Carnation and 
a winner at north country fairs, to take second place, with 
The Blount Lumber Co., Lacona, New York, in third place 
with Crownhurst Prilly ‘Vee man, another big, level, stylish 
calf. Many splendid calves had to be left out of the money 
entirely. 

The junior yearlings dropped down to nine in number 
and brought out the junior champion of the show for the 
male section in Osborndale Sir Inka Hengerveld, a son of 
Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, the son of Sir Inka May in 
service at Mrs. Kellogg’s Osborndale Farm. Fenton Brook 
and Hurlwood scored with a son of King Bess Burke De 
Kol in second position and River Meadow Farm took third 
with a Canadian bred bull, a son of Lonsdale Sir Inka 
Abbekerk. In the senior yearlings, Wisconsin Board of 
Control won with Wisconsin Tritomia Pietertje Lad 
Ormsby, a son of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, after a 
very close fit between him and Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker 
8th from the Fenton Brook and Hurlwood string. The 
Wisconsin bull was given the call on account of. better 
spring of rib and thickness through the heart. This pair 
would have looked all right, either way, so close was the 
fit. The two-year-olds were perhaps not as sensational as

under King Piebe of York 5lst, a Robertson entry. They 
were reversed here. They are a strong pair of two-year- 
olds, the Wisconsin, entry being quite a bit better in tail 
setting and pin bones. The River Meadow Farms junior 
herd sire, Marathon Ormsby Piebe Burke, was in third 
place over Osborndale’s junior sire, Osborndale Joash Ollie 
Homestead, a flashy bull of much character. 


The three-year-old bull class brought out one of the real 
battles of the day between Winterthur Best Segis Jonat, 
exhibited by River Meadow Farms, and the former AIll- 
American, Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 21st, from Peter D. 
Chambers of Delaware County. Both of these bulls were 
purchased by their present owners in the recent National 
Sale at Syracuse, and both are a real credit to New York 
State herds. Both have unusual strength, size and char- 
acter and either one would cause trouble with any three- 
year-old class in the country. Both bulls had plenty of 
friends at the ringside. Balancing the points of excellence, 
Judge Eves finally placed the blue on the Winterthur bred 
bull. It is indeed a rare class that will force down to third 
place such a sterling three-year-old as Clover Heights 
Transmitter, runner-up to the grand champion in last 
year’s sensational two-year-old class here. In the aged 
bull class there was nothing to it but the Wisconsin entry, 
Ormsby Burke Segis Lad, who went on through to senior 
and grand championship, with King Piebe of York 37th in 
second place for Robertson, and Hurlwood Sir Canary 
Walker in third position for Fenton Brook and Hurlwood 
in line with their Ohio placings last week. The Shawan- 
gunk Valley entry, Dutchland Colantha Boy Hengerveld, 
was set down to eighth place on account of lameness. He 
would normally have placed several notches higher. 

The Female Classes 

Following the male championships, fifty-three heifer 
calves came out for Judge Eves’ inspection. It was prob- 
ably the best class of calves yet seen here, with all the 
awards going out of state. Osborndale took first and 
seventh on a pair of daughters of Sir Piebe Inka May 
"ayne, the winner being a wonderfully clean cut young- 
ster full of quality yet with plenty of substance, Wiscon- 
sin Board of Control scoring in second position with a 
daughter of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, third and fifth 
to Robertson on daughters of Piebe Homestead of York 
and King Piebe of York, with Fenton Brook and Hurlwood 
placing four in the money in fourth, sixth, eighth and 
ninth positions, three of their herd sires being represented. 

In the junior yearlings, Wisconsin Board of Control 
scored again with their consistent winner, Sowiscol Maggie 
Sylvia Ormsby, on her strength, flash and quality, carry- 
ing a bit more middle than the Osborndale heifer in second 
place. This was Carnation Inka Tillamook Daisy, one of 
the two full sisters by Sir Inka May out of Tillamook 
Daisy Butter King De Kol, sold in the Brentwood Sale last 
Spring by Carnation. There is a world of quality in this 
second prize winner. Osborndale placed two others in this 
line-up in third and sixth positions, both daughters of Sir 
Piebe Inka May Fayne. Robertson. had a daughter of 
King Piebe of York in fourth position. 

The senior yearling class of twenty-one was another 
outstanding aggregation with any one of the first five or 
six good enough to be a real threat for first place. In fact,

when, the first five were lined up, some of us had real 
serious arguments as to which way the line was building. 
In first place was the Wisconsin Board of Control heifer, 
Wisconsin Pinkie Tritomia, and in fifth position her sister 
and former stable mate, Wisconsin Flossie Tritomia, Re- 
serve All-American heifer calf last year, now owned by 
Osborndale. The latter was set down for over-condition- 
ing, a course of procedure that too few of our judges have 
the courage to follow. Another sister, a daughter of Old 
Tony (Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad), placed in sixth 
position, second place going to River Meadow on Aaggie 
Teake Canary, a strong topped heifer recently purchased 
from Oxford County, Ont. This heifer lacked somewhat in 
depth of body to fit in quite so high in the line. H. V. 
Bump scored in third place with Lauderdale Frances 
Ormsby, a real dairy heifer, with Fenton Brook-Hurlwood 
taking fourth on Hurlwood Flossie, a beautifully turned 
thing criticized for too much compactness. 

The dry two-year-olds were led by Charles Bump’s 
Lauderdale Sadie Model, last year’s junior champion of 
the show. She is a big, wonderfully strong two-year-old 
still some distance away from calving, far overtopping in 
size anything else in the ring but not showing quite the 
dairy promise of Miss Tritomia Rose Marie, a springing 
heifer owned by Osborndale. 

In the milking two-year-old section, R. E. Eddy scored 
for first place with Pancha Segis Ormsby, a trim-uddered 
daughter of Ormsby Sensation 45th. In the three-year-old 
section, Osborndale placed first with Crescent Ridge Nellie 
Mercena, a very flashy and milky looking heifer purchased 
in two-year-old form last year at the Canadian National. 
The fourth place winner in this class, Auburn Summit 
Mildred, of River Meadow Farms, a granddaughter of 
“Boast”, won the butter test for the Alasa Farms cup. In 
the four-year-old section, Newmont Ormsby Belle, another 
daughter of Ormsby Sensation 45th, was the popular choice 
of the ringside, but was put down to second under Fenton 
Brook-Hurlwood’s trim Nutmeg daughter, Queen Monte 
Colantha, Judge Eves criticizing the udder of the Sensation 
daughter as being too meaty. 

Following the custom inaugurated last year, the aged 
cows were divided into dry and milking sections. The dry 
class was rather a close fit between Milford Pontiac 
Ormsby, present star of the Osborndale string purchased 
in the National Type Sale last summer at the top figure of 
that event, and Azalia Pietje Wayne, former New York 
State champion milk producer in Class B brought out by 
Crownhurst Farms. The great size and strength of the 
Milford cow carried her through to the top of this section. 
In the milking division, Fenton Brook-Hurlwood won with 
their nine-year-old Riverdale Echo Segis Fayne, a cow of 
very evident dairy ability but by no means the popular 
choice to win in this strong class. The roached back and 
not too tidy udder and faulty underpinning served to de 
tract somewhat from the appearance of this really splendid 
dairy cow. Many at the ringside were pulling for Osborn- 
dale’s state champion, Floss Rag Apple Pontiac, with her 
record above 30,000 lbs. milk and 974 lbs. fat. She drew 
fourth position under Robertson’s great cow, Huntsdale 
Quality Sunbeam, not showing in as favorable stage of

particularly the female classes.” This was how the 

Michigan Holstein show was described by Axel 
Hansen, who has judged some of the biggest shows so far 
this year and who pinned on the ribbons in a very satis- 
factory manner here. Axel looked them all over carefully, 
taking his time and then placing them quickly and posi- 
tively with practically no last minute switches, which in- 
spired confidence around the ringside. There was no 
evidence of disagreement with the placing at Michigan— 
which is rather remarkable at any show. 

The judge’s statement should mean much to Michigan 
breeders, for the show was entirely of Michigan cattle, 
excepting for the nice string of A. C. Oosterhuis of Ocon- 
omowoc, Wisconsin. There were 256 cattle shown in the 
ring, Holstein entries exceeding any of the other breeds. 
Classes were well filled and in the case of some of the 
female classes were filled to overflowing; and almost 
without exception every animal in the class had real merit 
and showed the breeder’s ability to recognize the good 
ones. By the time the championships were reachd the 
winners knew that they were very much like one of our 
famous national advertising slogans, “Good—They’ve Got 
to Be Good!” 

Showing a complete reversal of form from Ohio the 
week before, Red Rose Farm’s 1930 All-American Three- 
Year-Old Bull, Sir Hengerveld Persistency, went to Grand 
Champion Bull here. His owner was at the lead strap and 
this, together with the atmosphere of the home state, 
perhaps made an impression on the bull, as he was 
stretched out and squared away so that he could not be 
denied. Given a little more meat on this bull’s magnificent 
frame he should go far again this year. 


The junior champion bull went to a very sweet bull 
calf, Pietertje Sara Ormsby Boy 2nd, owned by a calf club 
boy, Clarence Merchant of Cass City, Michigan. There 
is more to be said about this boy later. It was particularly 
gratifying to the ringside to see this boy merit and win 
his junior championship. 


In the female classes another All-American selection 
for 1930 came through for the purple ribbon in a most 
auspicious start for her 1931 showing. Changeling Burke 
De Kol, 1930 Reserve All-American four-year-old from the 
Jones string, was Axel’s grand champion selection.

conformation and type carrying her through to junior and 
reserve grand champion. 

The aged bull class was a strong class and brought 
out 18 good bulls, three of which have been All-American 
designations. Sir Hengerveld Persistency, last year’s All- 
American three-year-old, won the class, showing in much 
better form as has already been commented; a very splen- 
did three-year-old. Sir Ormsby Posch Fobes, owned by the 
Detroit Creamery, was shown in the open class, and despite 
the handicap of age, placed 2nd. Oosterhuis’ Hoesly Sar- 
castic Joe Homestead was 3rd, Detroit Creamery with their 
Ollie bull 4th. and 5th was Jones’ Forum Diamond De- 
signer. This bull deserves mention for his show ring 
discipline and training. Of course he has been practically 
brought up in the show ring and it was beautiful to see 
him snap into position almost automatically, which of 
course helped to enhance his good points. 

At Michigan the three-year-olds are shown in the open 
class and then shown separately for ribbons only. Detroit 
Creamery’s bull, previously mentioned, was first in the 
three-year-old class. The calf club boy, Clarence Merchant, 
who had the junior champion bull calf, was 2nd to the 
Creamery’s splendid three-year-old, with Pietertje Sara 
Ormsby Boy, the sire of the junior champion calf. 

In the two-year-olds the Michigan Home and Training 
School of Lapeer came through with a blue on a Michigan 
bred bull, Traverse Marathon Burke Walker. Anothet 
state institution, Traverse City State Hospital, was 2nd 
on King Ormsby Ideal 39th. The county institution, Wayne 
County Training School of Northville, was 3rd with Wacots 
Sir Ormsby Marathon, a bull of their own breeding. 
Fourth went to Edward B. Jones of Romeo, on Count 
Paul Della Veeman. These bulls were typy bulls and it 
was especially gratifying to see the Michigan state and 
county institutions breaking into the high money. 

In the senior yearling bulls, Arbu Ohio Pride, a son of 
Arbu’s Kaye bull, repeated his victory here as at Ohio 
the week before. Next to him stood Wacots Count Mara- 
thon, a youngster with a great deal of promise, bred by 
the Wayne County Training School. A Calamity-Posch bred 
bull from Sara Jones’ farm was third. , 

In the junior yearling bulls, Edward B. Jones of Romeo 
carried off the blue, with the Michigan Reformatory of 
Ionia 2nd on a Carnation bred bull. Third went to De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch 20th. 

In the bull calf class showed up one of the most gratify- 
ing features of the show. Calf Club boys were very much 
in evidence in the Holstein show by their winnings. 
Clarence Merchant of Cass City has practically lived with 
his show string for the last few months in an effort to 
get them to the peak of condition. He certainly succeeded. 
When he led Pietertje Sara Ormsby Boy 2nd into the 
ring the ringside knew that here was a Calf Club boy 
with a real bull.

The Minnesota Holstein Show 
By FRANK PRICE 


OLSTEINS from Minnesota, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa 
Hf and South Dakota made up the 212-head show that 

provided Holstein rings of quality in the Minnesota 
State Fair last week. While numbers were somewhat 
down from the unusually high total of 1930, we believe, 
with several of the leading show herds at this fair, that 
the quality was as high as if not higher than it has been 
in a number of years at Minnesota. 

The visiting delegations succeeded in annexing most 
of the top honors, largely because of the presence of Elm- 
wood’s well balanced show herd from Illinois. This outfit 
took away 11 blues, including 3 championships. Wiscon- 
sin cattle annexed 3 blues, Iowa 2 and Minnesota 1. Iowa 
had the fourth championship. 


Of the classes for males the three and two-year-old bull 
classes were quite pleasing, while the 29 aged cows made 
a good ring and the younger females, including yearlings 
and calves, were also quite outstanding in quality. 

As at Iowa the week previous Elmwood landed three 
championships. King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, twice All- 
American and now showing in two-year-old form, was 
senior and grand champion. The week previous he beat 
last year’s All-American two-year-old owned by Mount 
Riga Farms for the purple and this week at Minnesota he 
beat the reserve All-American, Man O’ War 30th, for the 
same honor. The son of Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld 
showing as senior yearling was again junior champion, 
an honor that he has not missed this year. 

In the divisions for females M B Ormsby Wayne, May- 
tag’s great show cow, was senior and grand champion and

Klmwood’s wonderful calf, a daughter of King Bessie, was 
junior champion for the fourth consecutive time this year, 
Other winners of blues aside from the Elmwood herd in- 
cluded the Wisconsin Board of Control with first prize 
junior yearling female, Maytag Farms of Iowa with first 
prize aged cow and 3-year-old cow, while in the bull classes 
John B. Irwin had first prize aged bull and Edward Hof- 
land of Wisconsin had first prize three-year-old bull and 
Milford Meadows of Wisconsin had first prize junior 
yearling bull. 

The balance and quality of the Elmwood show herd, 
which has been commented upon before in these colums, 
was such that it was able to win all blues in groups and 
three blues in each of the male and female divisions, stand- 
ing second in three others that it did not win and third 
and fourth in two others in which it competed. The Wis- 
consin Board of Control Western show string with twenty 
odd animals was quite consistent, placing well wp. 
Maytag of Iowa with two blues, three seconds, three 
thirds and three fourth prizes was consistently close up 
in. all of the classes in which this herd was exhibited, while 
Jefferson County Asylum, although capturing no blues, 
was well placed in every class in which it competed. Mil- 
ford Meadows of Wisconsin with three animals placed for 
a blue and two seconds. 


Judge J. B. Fitch, who officiated at this show, began 
with the bull calves on Tuesday morning. Of the 22 shown 
the son of King Bessie owned by Elmwood was the one 
that found favor. The class as a whole was rather plain 
and the top was easy. Second prize went to a Graham- 
holm bred calf owned by Wisconsin Board of Control and 
third to C. O. Christ’s calf. The ringside was inclined to 
believe that good showmanship on the part of the Wis- 
consin Board of Control man was responsible for the high 
place of that calf rather than his superiority over the 
two standing next in line. 

Sir Triune Pansy 58th, junior champion at Wisconsin 
the week previous, was an outstanding top among the 
junior yearlings. Elmwood’s son of King Abbekerk Segis 
Fobes was second here, with Maytag’s son of Prince 
Ormsby Inka May in third place. 

Of the senior yearlings the son of Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld shown by Elmwood was preferred because of 
general balance, although the big rangy yearling shown by 
Maytag by Prince Ormsby Inka May gave the junior cham- 
pion a run for his money. It may be opined that this 
Maytag yearling will balance up better another year and 
make one of the outstanding two-year-olds, for he has 
everything a good show animal should have except a little 
too much legginess. 

The two-year-old bulls were a good ring but the All 
American son of King Bessie had it easily. Three Wiscon- 
sin bulls were next in line. 

When the three-year-old bulls were judged, old “Okla

Atthe Canadian National Exhibition 


HE Holstein show at the Canadian National Exhibi- 
T ticn this year surpassed in numbers any of the past 
five exhibits of this breed at the greatest annual fair 
in North America. The number actually shown in the ring 
totalled 321, which makes it the biggest Holstein show this 
year thus far. The wide appeal of this show to a large 
number of small exhibitors is shown by the fact that 
sixty-two breeders succeeded in breaking into the prize- 
winning column. M. L. McCarthy’s Lonsdale Herd, fresh 
from its successful western invasion, succeeded in winning 
just half of the first prizes offered for the show, thirteen 
out of twenty-six. The two famous Lonsdale stars, Abbe- 
kerk Sylvius Lad and Temple Farm Belle, won their cus- 
tomary senior and grand championship honors, while the 
famous Lonsdale junior yearling heifer, Queen Tidy Posch, 
added another to her long string of junior championships. 
Junior championship in the male section was won by J. M. 
Fraser, Streetsville, Ont., upon his junior yearling bull, Sir 
Inka Palmyra. Fraser also won first produce of dam and 
one other first prize, or a total of three. Wm. Jones, Mt. 
Elgin, Ont., who brought out the Reserve All-American. Get 
of Sire last year for Echo Hartog Mercedes, well known 
bull owned jointly with Arbogast Bros., made an im- 
pressive showing here again with a total of six first prizes. 
Three of these were won in the individual classes on 
daughters of Echo Hartog Mercedes, including first prize 
aged cow in milk, who was also reserve senior and reserve 
grand champion of the show; first prize milking four-year- 
old and the first prize milking three-year-old. These three 
made a truly remarkable entry in the get of sire group, 
also winning first in the class for three daughters of a 
qualified sire. Other breeders breaking into the first prize 
column were W. J. Elgie of Sault Ste. Marie, on the three- 
year-old, Soo Sir Bess Gerben, who headed the three-year- 
old bull section; Stevenson Farms of Allison, Ont., who 
headed the two-year-old bull class with Montvic Pabst Rag 
Apple, famous son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, who was 
junior champion at the Royal last Fall; R. C. Given, 
Georgetown, Ont, who headed the senior yearling bull 
class with Calamity Franecy Korndyke, and Eaton.

Jersey Club Retrenches 


HE Board of Directors of the American Jersey Cattle 
T Club, at a meeting in Columbus, Ohio, September 2, 
decided upon some rather drastic changes in policy 
to meet a situation of reduced income, which all of the 
breed associations are experiencing to a greater or less 
degree. é 
The first major item eliminated was temporary suspen- 
sion of the printing of the herd register. The secretary 
reported that only twenty-seven copies of the last volume 
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were sold, seventy-one others sent out complimentary to 
agricultural colleges and other public institutions; a tota) 
distribution of ninety-eight volumes. The suspension of 
publication eliminated an item of expense of between 
$12,000 and $15,000. The Club will arrange to supply short 
pedigrees from the office at cost. 

While the cost of publishing the herd book does seem 
high in proportion to the number of copies distributed, it 
seems unfortunate for an organization as old as this to 
permit a break in the series of the published record of jtg 
registrations, because such a break so very greatly de. 
preciates the value of the books already issued, and sty. 
dents of the breed will be handicapped accordingly. This 
action is announced as a temporary expedient, the indi- 
cation being that when times become better, publication of 
the herd book will be resumed. However, unless the guys. 
pended volumes are published later, there will always be 
a break to impair the usefulness of later volumes issued. 

Another important step taken was to reduce the num- 
ber of field men from eight to five. The announcement 
does not state from which territories the field men are to 
be withdrawn. 

Other changes include a limitation of the Medal of 
Merit, Gold Medal and Silver Medal awards to be made, 
and some changes were made in the Register of Merit fee 
for cows taken off test within ninety days. A proposal 
is to be submitted to a mail vote of the membership to 
increase the registration fee upon imported animals from 
$10, the present rate, to $25. According to the Board’s 
figures, these savings and changes will balance the budget 
with the anticipated income for the rest of this year. 

While no breed association management can be justly 
criticised for making strenuous effort to keep expenses 
down to at least within reasonable distance of the expected 
receipts, it seems to us to be striking at a very funda- 
mental service for a breed recording society to discon- 
tinue publication of the herd book, for this is a service 
whose value can by no means be measured by the number 
of herd books annually distributed. Many of these books 
go to college libraries and to local clubs and organizations 
where they are available for the use of a large number 
of breeders, while they are, of course, fundamental in the 
service rendered by the commercial pedigree houses and 
are in every-day use in the preparation of the breed 
magazine in a way that makes them of the greatest service 
to their readers, 

For these reasons we are very sorry to see the Ameri- 
can Jersey Cattle Club take this step and hope that this 
course will not be followed as a means of retrenchment 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 


T. B. Ruling Exvlained 


OME confusion has resulted from the wording of an 
~ order recently put out by the Bureau of Animal Indus- 

try at Washington, that pure bred indemnity would not 
be paid for pure bred animals registered after they were 
two years of age. A recent letter from Chief Mohler to 
Secretary Houghton Seaverns clears up the matter in the 
following language which is quoted from Dr. Mohler’s 
letter: 

“In regard to the payment of indemnity for pure 
bred tuberculous cattle under the present regulation, 
you are advised that in case the animals are not 
registered when they are tested and are two or 
more years of age, they will not be paid for on a 
pure bred basis so far as Federal indemnity is con- 
cerned. If any pure bred registered animal reacts to 
the tuberculin test it will be paid for on a pure bred 
basis, provided all other requirements have been 
met.” 

In other words, be sure to have your registration papers 
in order before the test is made. 
The Cover 
NDEFEATED thus far in the strongest of competi- 
l tion, the 1931 Get of Sire by King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje, shown on our front cover this week, is 
one of the great Gets of all time. Winning first for Elm- 
wood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., first at Central States Ex- 
position and then at the state fairs of Illinois, Iowa and 
Minnesota in turn, this group is made up of four animals 
none of which have placed below second at any of the 
four shows mentioned. 
Bessie Ormsby Gladice, the calf nearest the camera, 
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has been undefeated junior champion at the four shows 
and is one of the outstanding calves of show ring his- 
tory. King Bessie Ormiby Pietertje 16th, standing next 
to her, was first at two shows and second at the other two. 
The same thing is true of the larger heifer, Bessie Dia- 
mond Coquette, who has been Reserve All-American the 
past two years in calf and yearling form. The big black 
two-year-old, King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, will be re- 
membered as All-American calf in 1929 and All-American 
senior yearling in 1930. He has been undefeated thus far, 
and has been grand champion at Iowa and Minnesota 
State Fairs. 

The two older members of this group, all of which were 
pred and exhibited by Elmwood Farms, are now in their 
third year of competition and bid fair to repeat their 
former All-American victories. Both were members of the 
King Bessie Get of 1929 which was recognized as one of 
the outstanding calf Gets of the year. They were also 
members of the King Bessie Get of 1930 which went 
through the state fair season undefeated but was crowded 
out by older and more mature groups at Waterloo and the 
National.

NDREW B. MILES, a member of the Holstein-Friesian 
A Association of America since 1903, died last May at 

his home in Philadelphia, New York, aged 86 years. 
Mr. Miles had been retired from active pursuits for some 
years but at one time owned one of the well known Hol- 
stein herds of the North Country. The famous sire, 
Admiral Walker Pietertje, headed his herd for a number 
of years and through the outstanding work of his daugh- 
ters brought much fame and reputation to the Miles herd. 
The great cow, May Rosa, widely famous in her day, was 
one of the outstanding foundation cows in the Miles herd. 
In his passing, the Holstein industry loses one of its inter- 
esting characters of an earlier day.

CENTRAL PENNA. HOLSTEIN BREEDERS’ FIELD 
MEETING 

This Association of Holstein breeders and dairymen 
Was organized in 1912 and has been functioning con- 
tinuously since that date. In its earliest days regular 
monthly meetings were held, many of which took place 
at the farm with the cattle of the members. Thus _ it 
was natural that for a summertime event such a meeting 
was scheduled and carried through at Loyalmeade Farm as 
the guest of the president of the Association, H. A. 
Synder at Montoursville. 

Thg leading topic of the meeting was that of proven 
Sires, which was discussed by R. R. Welch, Penn. State 
extension specialist. His comments emphasized the impor- 
tance of dairy herd records as secured by Cow Testing 
Association data as being most useful for determining 
comparative qualities of various herd sires. In the Snyder 


herd the present senior sire offers an example of this 
subject. 

The Loyalemeade herd was established in 1919 as a ten- 
ant farm operation by the purchase of three foundation ani- 
mals, two of which were mature cows of proven merit. 
From that beginning to the present time Cow Testing 
Association data supported by efficient management have 
brought this herd to the high production as shown by the 
tollowing records:

An interesting item of this history of herd improve- 
ment is the fact that two of the three foundation cows 
were the dams of herd sires that effected phenomenal herd 
yield while the third foundation female was the basic 
line of blood for the major female improvement. 

In addition to the discussion of this important topic a 
pure bred heifer and a pure bred bull calf were donated 
by drawing lots, to be placed with ambitious, worthy dairy- 
men who at the present time do not own any pure blood 
in their herds. 

Dr. F. A. Marshall of the Pennsylvania Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry was present and discussed with many individ- 
uals present-time Pennsylvania plans for the control of 
Bang Disease. 

Among the charter members present was T’. L. J. Reece, 
who was secretary of the organization from the time of 
its origin until a little over a year ago. 

Present plans of this Association are to have other 
meetings of this kind with different herds in various parts 
of Lycoming County. 

This meeting was held on the spacious barn floor at 
Loyalmeade, which was tastily decorated with appropriate 
Holstein banners and pennants. 

An especially practical feature of this occasion was the 
placard placed above each animal in the barn. This card 
announced age, breeding and records of each individual.

lactation as last year, in second place and Wisconsin’s 
massive Admiral Ormsby Fobes daughter, Vickery Vale 
Mechthilde Ormsby, in third place. Wisconsin’s great 
1,040-lb. fat producer, Lucy May Oak Corner Creator, was 
in sixth position. Judge Eves selected the Fenton Brook- 
Hurlwood entry for his senior and grand champion after 
long study and comparison with Miliord Pontiac Ormsby, 
finding the better shoulder, top and Icin of the Massa- 
chusetts cow as a determining factor as well as the fact 
of her being in milk to tell better about the udder.

Osborndale won the dairy herd class, with Wisconsin 
second, and this order was reversed in the class for graded 
herds, with Mrs. Kellogg scoring again in the young herd 
class with the entire group of five all sired by the Osborn- 
dale herd sire, Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, who appears to 
be one of the coming sons of Sir Inka May. This group 
included both junior champions cf the show. 

The get of sire class brought out fifteen groups, with 
R. E. Eddy showing four wonderfully uniform daughters 
of Ormsby Sensation 45th to first. This is undoubtedly one 
of the greatest gets of the year, this winning being 
especially pleasing on account of the high production 
evidenced in, A. R. tests. Fenton Brook-Hurlwood placed 
second with a mature get by Nutmeg Walker Colantha, and 
Mrs. Kellogg’s sweet youngsters by Sir Piebe Inka May 
Fayne were in third position. 

Sixteen groups were out for produce of cow, and Charles 
Bump headed the line again with his pair that won here 
last year. Robertson took second with King Piebe of York 
37th and his sister and placed three groups in this strong 
class. 

Ten county herds made an impressive showing, with 
Otsego-Herkimer, Washington, Dutchess and Oswego 
taking the four extra money prizes offered, and Chenango, 
Ulster, Madison, Cortland, Delaware and Onondaga each 
drawing the guaranteed minimum premium of $100 each.

They 
will be meeting again at Eastern 


States along with most of the other 
tops in this class.

This matter of over-conditioning is 
a very serious question in connection 
with our shows. George White, the 
veteran Geurnsey breeder and ex- 
hibitor, who was an interested specta- 
tor when the Holstein calves were in 
the ring, stated that in Guernsey 
shows many of these babies would be 
sent back to the barn without any 
placing at all because of carrying so 
much excess fat. And yet, it seems 
to be the fat, highly conditioned ani- 
mals that get to the top of the classes 
in most cases. It is a difficult thing 
to decide just where to draw the line 
between proper show conditions and 
a condition of over-fatness that should 
call for penalizing.

Notes From Michigan 


During the past several years some 
of us in Michigan have felt disposed 
to be a little critical of the type of the 
animals in our’ State and County In- 
stitution herds. If there was any 
justification then, it has certainly 
gone by the Board now for the State 
and County Institutions turned out a 
bunch of cattle at Michigan that were 
delightful to the eye both in type and 
in the condition in which they were 
brought into the ring. More satisfac- 
tion can be taken in the knowledge 
that these animals are very largely 
represented in the good records in the 
Blue Book and in the Red Book. 

The worthy president of the State 
Association, J. E. MacWilliams looked 
very much more natural at the fair 
this year. For the past two years 
Mac has not been bringing the 
Creamery herd to the fair but this 
year he was on hand with better than 
25 head. Mac says he doesn’t get 
very excited about showing and we 
know he takes the results as they 
come, but he looked a lot more 
interested this year. 

These Calf Club boys here in Michi- 
gan kept bobbing up and _ winning 
prizes right along, particularly Clar- 
ence Merchant of Cass City. It does 
everybody good to see these boys win 
and they had the ringside pulling for 
them and coaching them. A bunch of 
these boys came down from Tuscola 
County under the direction of Willis 


B. Campbell of Cass City. They took 
home a total of nearly $1,200 in win- 
nings from dairy and beef cattle, hogs, 
sheep and other 4-H Club work. Tus- 
cola has long been known, as a strong 
farming county and many of our show 
cattle bear the “Tuscola” prefix. 
Washtenaw County had a County herd 
made up almost entirely of Calf Club 
boys and St. Clair County was well 
represented in the winnings of the 
4-H show. 





The weather was not particularly 
kind to the State Fair last week. A 
scorching, sultry wave hit here at the 
opening of the fair. The Coliseum was 
more like a Turkish bath and was 
very much like Ohio the week before 
when Holstein judging day was hit 
by such a heat wave, and all 
this had to come right after we had 
parked the straw hat. 





If Waterloo and the National do not 
have a good entry it will not be Axel 
Hansen’s fault.

Segis Modest 
Aleartra finished her year at eight 
years old with 836.1 lbs. fat from 
25,967.3 lbs. milk. Both were members 
of the first prize Dairy Herd at East- 
ern States in 1929, where the former 
was first prize four-year-old and the 
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latter second prize aged cow, beaten 
only by the grand champion of the 
show. They were also members of the 
prize Dairy Herd at New York State 
Fair 1930, where Segis Modest Alcar- 
tra was first prize A. R. cow. The 
young bull offered for sale by Quon- 
quont this week is a grandson of both 
these cows.

a position to reap the benefit that will 
come to breeders of type with produc- 
tion when the business tide does flow 
pack. Six years ago, yes, five, four, 
three even two years ago, breeders 
would lead stuff into the ring that 
should have been hid at home. This 
kind of stuff was noticeable by its 
absence this year. We do not think 
it is too enthusiastic to say that by 
the showing of Michigan bred stuff 
here this year Michigan breeders are 
serving notice on the country at large 
that they have met the issue, they 
know Holstein type, they know how 
to grow their animals out into form 
and that the state has come back 
into the Holstein prominence that 
was enjoyed here years ago. It was 
enlightening to note the prefix names 
on the winners of the high money, 
DeCreamCo, Reformatory, Traverse, 
Lakefield, Arbu, Wacots, Schoof, Van. 
Hoosen, Roode Roos, Blythefield, 
Juliette, Michome and others. This 
means something to Michigan breed- 
ers and will mean more if they do not 
lose heart. 

The versatile James Garfield Hays 
was again here as the _ perennial 
Superintendent of Dairy Cattle. Pro- 
fessor at Michigan State College, 
Secretary of the State Holstein Ass’n, 
practical farmer, etc. etc.—these 
duties do not prevent his doing a good 
job at the fair.

The 1931 4-H dairy calf club exhibit 
at New York State Fair, Syracuse, 
held September 7 to 12, was a strik- 
ing testimonial to the growth of this 
section of New York’s great agricul- 
tural show, with several hundred head 
of all breeds on display as compared 
to the first club show at Syracuse nine 
years ago which attracted seventeen 
head including all breeds. The Hol- 
stein section, as always, led in point 
of numbers with 107 head actually 
shown in the ring, exceeding by one 
head the record-breaking Holstein 
show of last year and indicating that 
Old Man Depression hasn’t dampened 
the courage and spirit of 4-H clubbers 
any more than he has that of the 
older exhibitors who are out in full 
force this year. Quality, especially in 
the older club classes, was in evidence 
way down the line throughout and, 
as at most of major shows, some of 
the club animals made their presence 
felt in the open ring. 

This year New York placed the 
stamp of importance on its Holstein 
club show, following the lead of some 
of the other large state fair shows in 
sandwiching the club classes in be- 
tween the open classes of the show 
with the regular breed judge  offici- 
ating. This prominence given the jun- 
ior show was much appreciated by 


all, especially the interested specta- 
tors who ordinarily cannot follow 
these placings along with the open 
classes. The New York  Holstein- 
Friesian Association is also solidly 
back of the 4-H Holstein show and 
gave material assistance in the prize 
list, $350 being appropriated for this 
purpose, and .adding much to the 
length of the money column.

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THE MINNESOTA SHOW 

While numbers were down some- 
what from last year, 212 Holsteins 
represented a show of quality that has 
not been equalled at Minnesota in 
recent years. While Minnesota-owned 
animals did not win many of the 
blues, owing to the invasion of two 
or three of the leading show herds of 
the country, Minnesota was well up in 
the money in _ practically every 
instance and a large number of breed- 
ers benefitted by the distribution of 
prizes : 

The veteran breeder, John B. Irwin, 
once more gained prominence in the 
show ring by getting one of Minne- 
sota’s blue ribbons. He exhibited the 
first prize aged bull, an eight-year-old 
son of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld Korn- 
dyke, that he has been using consider- 
ably at Woodlake Farms for the past 
two or three years. Mr. Irwin bred 
this line, the sire being a son of Pie- 
tertje Maid Ormsby. The bull and his 
sister were exhibited also in the prod- 
uce of dam, winning fourth prize in 
this competition. 

We noticed a very interested spec- 
tator about the ring at Minnesota in 
the person of E. C. Schroeder, for- 
merly of Moorhead, Minn. The _ in- 
fluence of the breeding of the E. C. 
Schroeder herd upon the breed in this 
country is wide spread, if not wider 
spread than that cf any other single 
breeder. He is no longer interested 
in Holsteins but is living in California 
and at present is engaged in land 
appraisal work in various parts of the 
country. 








The blanketing rule at the various 
fairs, while still printed in the cata- 
logue, doesn’t mean anything. It is 
not observed in any instance that we 
have been able to discover. 


Axel Hansen, who left June 20th for 
the International Dairy Congress at 
Copenhagen, Denmark, returned Au- 
gust 23d. Mr. Hansen will report his 
observations in an article in the 
World to appear in the near future. 

The old expression that the “bull 
is half the herd” found reality in 
some of the county herds that were 
exhibited at Minnesota when the 
groups had as many as five bulls in 
a line-up of ten animals. Since the 
county herd exhibit in each case is 
supposed to be a cross section of the 
Holstein excellence of that particular 
county it is probably all right to have 
as many as five bulls in an exhibit of 
this kind for there is at least that pro- 
portion available in a great many sec- 
tions now.

Approximately twenty boys appeared 
in the ring and were put through 
their stuff by Judge Eves. Each did 
his best with his own heifer 
and then was given a try at show- 
ing a “stranger”. This was a hard 
class to decide, with every exhibitor 
on his toes and with ten placings to 
be made. One of the open classes was 
ready to be judged before the show- 
manship contest was decided, and so 
recess was called while Judge Eves 
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went over to the open ring. The 
contest was resumed shortly with 
first honors finally going to Charles 
Bump, second to Kenneth Craver, 
third to Wilson Plankenhorn, fourth 
to Bernard Kasper, fifth to Kenneth 
Murphy, sixth to Robert Comings, sev- 
enth to Rodney Whittaker, eight to 
Wallace Benjamin, ninth to J. Homer 
Martin and tenth to Ceylon Snider. 

In commenting cn this show, Judge 
Eves was most impressed with the 
unusual quality of the older animals 
shown. At most 4-H shows, the calves 
are the most sensational, but at New 
York this condition was reversed in- 
dicating the splendid start these club- 
bers have had and the constructive, 
painstaking work they have done in 
raising these animals.

the sire of this bull is owned by this same boy and was 
2nd in the three-year-old bull class; and the dam of this 
bull calf was a 4-H cow that was the grand champion calf 
club cow. Detroit Creamery was 2nd with Sir Mooie 
Jemima, with Oosterhuis 3rd and 4th on Inkarnation bulls. 
This was a large class with 21 bull calves and quality pre- 
dominated throughout. 
Female Classes 

As the 24 aged cows in that class were sized up as they 
entered the ring, it was very apparent that there was due 
to be a battle royal. Jones led in his All-American four- 
year-old that has been mentioned, in the pink of condi- 
tion, Detroit Creamery with Bell Farm Pearl, grand cham- 
pion from Ohio the week before, and Arbu with a former 
Michigan grand champion, followed by some extremely 
good cows owned by the state and county institutions, 
certainly showed that this was to be no easy class for the 
judge. Bell Farm Pearl seemed to have wilted slightly 
under the extreme heat, for she did not show with the 
same zest as at Ohio. The Arbu grand champion was 
tapering off on her lactation period and did not show 
the refinement that she shows in heavy production. It 
was practically a foregone conclusion, however, how the 
tops would line up, and when the smoke cleared away, 
Jones, Detroit Creamery and Arbu were lined up in the 
order mentioned, with Arbu also in 4th place with the 
older sister of the Reserve All-American Produce. Wayne 
County Training School 5th with an extremely good 
Ormsby cow, Detroit Creamery 6th. Gerrit Buth of Grand 
Rapids had a real milky looking cow in 7th place. 
was very strong in his praise of this class and said that 
he could conscientiously say many cows of great merit 
had to be outside the money here. 


In the four-year-olds the tops were all of splendid qual- 
ity, all showing strong evidence of “milkiness” and Cca- 
pacity. Arbu placed first with the well known Mountain 
Ash Colantha Ormsby. Mountain Ash is on semi-official 
test approaching the end of her lactation period; she still 
shows plenty of udder capacity, however, and her splendid 
conformation put her out in front. In second place Ooster- 
huis had a beautifully turned Prospector heifer with lots 
of size and style, third went to Jones on a very growthy 
heifer of large scale and plenty of evidence of production. 
Baynewood Farms were fourth with Baynewood Ormsby 
Beets. All of these heifers in the money, there were ten 
monies and eighteen in the class, were carrying good 
udders. 


The three-year-olds brought out more good quality. 
Here Oosterhuis picked up the blue ribbon on Hoesly 
Veritas Windsor Homestead, a nicely turned heifer in 
splendid condition. Lakefield Farms followed very closely 
with Pabst Perfection Lady Chimmie for second. In third 
place was one of the milkiest looking heifers in the 
show, Michigan Ormsby Colantha from the Michigan State 
College, carrying a beautiful udder of great capacity and 
a rump and top line equal to any of the tops, but she had 
milked off all her bloom. George Taylor, from the College, 
tells us she milked 100 lbs. a day for almost 6 weeks and 
is still milking around 80 lbs. Traverse City State Hos- 
pital was 4th with Traverse Marathon Judy. The tops in 
this class were as milky a lot of three-year-olds as we 
have ever seen in any ring. There were 20 in the class. 


The two-year-olds brought out 22 that were topped by 
Jones’ Juletta Veeman Ormsby Segis. As was the case 
with all of Jones’ top cattle this heifer carried a splendid 
udder. She was clasely pressed by the second and third 
placings, they being J. H. Brewer’s Blythefield Antonia 
Ormsby and Carnation Inka Daisy May owned by J. H. 
Remick Estate, in the order mentioned. Fourth went to 
the Lapeer Home on Michome Coronis Fayne. Fifth went 
to Arbu on another daughter of the Kaye bull from Moun- 
tain Ash Colantha Ormsby, of very nice type but not 
yet freshened Oosterhuis had a nice heifer down in the 
low money that will place higher when she has a little 
more show ring seasoning. Here she lacked discipline. 

As they did last year the two tops in the senior year- 
lings renewed the battle royal of last year for first place. 
The placing was reversed this year, Arbu Mutual Kaye 
taking the blue and Lakefield Triune Pansy of Lakefield 
Farms taking second. This was one of the closest fits of 
the day with the judge undecided up until the last minute. 
Both are beautiful heifers, the Lakefield heifer being per- 
haps a little more mellow and a shade more spring of rib 
but the Arbu heifer won on broad, square rump and fault- 
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less conformation. Arbu Mutual Kaye then went on to 
junior and reserve grand champion. Third place went to 
Remick Estate on Velvet Pearl Ormsby, and fourth to De 
troit Creamery on DeCreamCo Brand Butter Girl, a daugh- 
ter of the Velvet Brand (Creator) bull. 

In the junior yearling class the judge again had some 
close fits to iron out with the Detroit Creamery in firgt 
place on their Ollie daughter, DeCreamCo Ollie Rosewoog 
first, followed by Arbu Rosemary Fayne in second ang 
Jones’ Juliet Diamond Jessie in third place, Detroit Cream. 
ery again in fourth place on a Posch daughter, DeCream(o 
Posch Sylvia. These tops were all very uniform, ag a 
matter of fact this was another of the very strong classes 
of the show, 25 heifers being led into the ring. 

The ring was full of heifer calves, 31 in all. Axel 
saved out 16 on the first cut to fill the 12 monies. Ooster. 
huis was away out in front here at the finish, winning first 
and second on Oostie Joe Ormsby Burke and Oostie 
Inkarnation Princess. Lakefield had a nicely turned heifer 
in third place and Jones scored again in fourth with 
Changeling Diamond De Kol. 

The groups were record-breaking in their entry and 
their strength. First in Dairy Herd went to Jones on his. 
grand champion cow, 1st two-year-old and 3rd 4-year-old; 
Arbu was pressing him closely and fitted in second, De. 
troit Creamery third and Oosterhuis 4th. 

The coveted Get of Sire again went to the Traverse 
City State Hospital on the get of Marathon Bess Burke 
32nd, repeating their 1930 win. Jones was second with 
a get from the Designer bull, Detroit Creamery third, 
with a Calamity Posch Get, and Lakefield fourth on Count 
Veeman Segis Piebe 19th’s get. 

Produce of Dam was expected to go to Arbu on Moun- 
tain Ash and Colantha Mutual Fobes and there was no 
question here. A dark horse in the form of the entry 
of Clarence Merchant, the Calf Club boy, took second, and 
fitted in nicely on the junior champion bull calf and his 
other prize-winning bull. Red Rose was third with the 
grand champion bull and his full sister. Fourth went to 
Detroit Creamery on Produce of Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby 
with Dean bull and the 38rd prize senior yearling heifer. 

In the Exhibitor’s Herd, Jones and Detroit Creamery 
battled it out, with Detroit Creamery placing first, Jones: 
second, Arbu third and Oosterhuis fourth. In the Year. 
ling Herd, Arbu had ist prize senior yearling bull, junior: 
champion senior yearling heifer and 2nd prize junior 
yearling heifer which almost automatically gave them 
first, closely followed by Jones in second and Detroit 
Creamery third, Michigan Reformatory fourth. 

In the Calf Herd, Oosterhuis with the first and second 
prize heifer calves and 3rd prize bull calf was safely in 
the lead for first, Detroit Creamery with a pretty line-up 
were second, Lakefield had three white babies fitting in 
at third, with Red Rose Farm fourth. 

In the Michigan County herds, Macomb County placed 
first, Oakland County second, and third prize was Tuscola, 
with fourth to Washtenaw. Tuscola County’s herd was 
almost entirely Calf Club boys and Washtenaw was made 
up of Calf Club boys and farmer-breeders. 

One of the new features of the fair that excited a great 
deal of interest and enthusiash was the “Michigan ‘Dirt 
Farmer’ Special’ which provides that any cow or heifer 
may be entered, two years old or over, owned by a Michi- 
gan farmer—one who “milks his own cows” and who 
shows at the current State Fair not over five head that he 
himself owns. There were 6 prizes ranging from $22 to 
$8. First was won by Clarence Armstrong of Manchester, 
Mich.; second, Leo Ziegler, Dexter; third, Alton Reavey, 
Akron; 4, Carl and Simon Braun, Ann Arbor; 5, B. F. 
Reavey; 6, Gerrit Buth, Grand Rapids.

homa Pete” repeated his performance at Iowa the week 
previous, giving the reserve All-American two-year-old of 
last year a bad scare this time. Man O’ War 30th won the 
class but it was quite a fit for Judge Fitch. Not too well 
shown, lacking the straight top of the son of Sir Fobes 
but with size and quality that will enable him to go far, 
this great show son of Man O’ War won the blue. The 
grand champion at Wisconsin, Jeffcowis Denver Lad, was 
third in this competition. Maytag’s “Nickie” was fourth. 

We believe the aged bull class was the hardest class 
of males that Judge Fitch was called upon to look over. 
He finally chose an eight-year-old son of Sir Ormsby Hen- 
gerveld Korndyke, shown by John B. Irwin, for the blue. 
This bull could be benefited by more fitting, although his 
age might prevent his becoming a real top notcher. G. 
Hameister with a son of Sir Grahamholm Colantha was 
second here and the Wisconsin Board of Control was 
third with “Black Ollie’. The Redfield show bull was 
fourth. 

There were 29 aged cows lined up for Judge Fitch and 
his selection was Bessie Homestead Peach 2d owned by 
W. H. Swartz and Baird of Wisconsin. M B Ormsby 
Wayne, the Maytag show cow, was placed second, Judge 
Fitch explaining that he preferred the balance of the Wis- 
consin entry, commenting upon. an open shoulder and some 
udder deficiency on the part of the Maytag cow. How- 
ever, after the Wisconsin cow had been judged and later 
made senior and grand champion, the management dis- 
covered that she did not satisfy the requirements as to 
blood test and Judge Fitch’s selection was therefore auto- 
matically disqualified, all animals moving up on place.

Looking Back Ten Years— 


OME ten years ago, following a period of unprecedented “boom days” for the Holstein in- 
S dustry, we entered upon a period which we then referred to publicly as one of “lessened busi- 

ness activity” or occasionally in the privacy of our own back yards as “the big slump”. Prices 
dropped — sales stopped. Those of our breeders who went through that period remember that 
times were tough indeed. 


During that period, many fell by the wayside. Some dispersed their Holstein holdings, taking 
enormous losses. Some stopped testing, stopped showing, stopped advertising, and although they 


continued to “raise Holsteins,” they dropped out of the picture and today are only memories to 
most of us. 


But quite a good number of our breeders adopted a different plan. Although cutting out some of 
the ‘frills’ to keep down their overhead, they maintained their testing programs, where neces- 
sary, limiting this to their better animals. They continued to support their state, district and na- 
tional shows, thus keeping the Holstein cow before the public. They maintained their national ad- 
vertising, even when results were meagre, not on the scale of 1920, perhaps, but still advertising 
and building good will for the future prosperity that they knew was bound to come eventually. 


Then early in 1924, things began to get better. More and more, these advertisers began to reap 
the reward for their efforts. Looking through old copies of the World during the early months 
of 1924, we note growing signs of returning prosperity—more sales, better prices, more activity. 
In May the John Irwin Sale averaged over $300. Then the Dutchland Farms Sale averaged over 
$500. Both these breeders had been consistent advertisers, through good times and bad. Then 


the National Sale at Richmond opened up the great Southern market. This sale was. well 
advertised. 


“ERICKSON DISPERSAL AVERAGES $1,139"—This great event, which broke the back of the 
depression in June 1924, was preceded not only by fourteen pages of World advertising on the sale 
itself but also by years of consistent, constructive national advertising. This sale was followed, 
as we all know, by more than five years of real Holstein prosperity, with ready sales, good prices 
and greatly increased activity. 


THERE’S A LESSON HERE FOR ALL OF US 


Some things about the fall of 1931 remind us of the spring of 1924. The won- 
derful Holstein shows—a considerable increase in reports of bull sales, etc.— 
more interest and better prices at some public sales—slight Increase in busi- 
ness in the National Secretary’s office. No need to “kid ourselves’’ that pros- 
perity is really back, but we know that the man who “sticks’’ will help bring 
it back and will reap the reward when it does eventually return.

COLD STORAGE STOCKS 
LESS; MAY LEAD TO 
IMPROVED CONDITIONS 

One of the bright spots on the agri- 
cultural horizon, says the Penns- 
sylvania Department of Agriculture, is 
the reduced quantity of farm products 
in cold storage in the United States 
now compared with the five-year av- 
erage. 

The amount of

pounds less; cheese, 10,000,000 
pounds less; case eggs, 750,000 cases 
less; and _ “frozen eggs, 1,400,000 
pounds less than last year but 30,000.- 
000 more than the five-year average. 
The amount of cream in storage is 
fully 40 per cent less than a year ago. 

These reductions which average 
from five to fifty per cent of the 
totals prevailing during the past few 
years, should aid the general eco- 
nomic situation during the coming 
year in two ways; first, it should re- 
sult in less forcing of cold storage 
goods into market channels this win- 
ter, and second; it will likely lead to 
more aggressive buying of produce 
for storage purposes next spring and 
summer, De partne nt officials explain.
